Temporary Building In Japan 


Reconstruction Burean Makea Ar 
rangements to Buy Canadian 
Lumber 


Japan’s order fpr lumber from Can- 
ada and the United States, will total 
approximately 100,800,000 feet, ac 
cording to Mr. Takao Takata, million- 
aire financier of Japan, and president 
of Iwai and Company, of New York, 
who reached Vancouver on the Cana- 
dian Pacific 3.8. Empress of Russia. 
Mr. Takata fas come to America to 
carry out detail work in connection 
with purchases of large consignments 
of lumber and steel, to be made by the 
bureau of reconstruction, recently or- 
ganized by the Japanese Government. 
The purchasing -will be done directly 
by this bureau, Mr. Takata explained, 
but the services of a number of large 
concerns familiar with the trade will 
probably be retained to carry out the 
work. — 

Immediate building in Japan will be! 
only temporary, Mr. Takata said fur- | 
ther, until the government had drafted 
the new plans for both Tokio and 
Yokohama, and no permanent building 
could take place. For this reason 
there will be an immediate demand | 
for cheap grades of lumber from Can- 
ada and America. Mr. Takata went 
to Seattle, Portland, and thence to 
New York, and expects to remain ib | 
America from three to five years.
